Tie report on Intermediate Education stated 
ha 280 pupils from 21 schools entered for

| awarded priges. The figures indicated 
sight mictease on last year's total, but 
fol) far below what might be expected. The 
Protestant Episcopal Church sent in 1,912 
pupils from 44 schools. ‘ If we were doing 
our duty we Should have perhaps 1,500 enter- 
ing, instead of less than 300,” the report 
added, Neatly all the schools in the Free 
State, attended by Presbyterian pupils, had 
adopted the Assembly's programme on 
religious instruction, and had sent iu pupils 
for the annual examination; but only one 


al as 


secondary school—the Foyle College—in 
Northern Ireland had done so, 

On the subject of religious education, the 
report stated that the formation of character 
by education was a matter of supreme im- 
portance. ‘lhe place of religious instruction 
and imfiuence in securing that paramount end 
could not be questioned. . Religious education | 


was by no means the same as religious in- 
struction. The former involved the vision of 
all things in God. Such a irit might 
be effectually awakened by attitude, infinence 
and suggestion, rather than by explicit 
teaching; vet the full weight and perman- 
ence of such influence must be based upon, 
and informed by, such explicit instruction as 
creates interest, awakens faith, and satisfies 
the reasonable questionings of boys and girls. 

The Rev. J. C. Breakey, Dublin, in moving 
the adoption of the report, said that they 
felt that the entire education of their boys 
and girls could not safely be left to a Govern- 
ment Department. They felt that it was too 
fundamental and too far-reaching. As a 
Church they realised how impressionable were 
the minds of children, and how lasting were 
the impressions made upon them. The aim 
of education was not to manufactnre robots, 
but to educate their boys and girls in order 
that they might enjoy life on the highest 
level and make ‘some contribution to the 
spiritual uplift of the race. 

Unfortunately some teachers did not rise to 

the highest conception of what a school was 
ior, They seemed to regard it as an institu- 
tion for imparting knowledge sufficient to 
enible ga hoy of girl to. make his or her 
living. “We do not believe that we live to 
work; we believe that we work to live,” he 
adied. There were, he knew, difficulties, 
bui they believed that if the teachers gave 
4 permanent place to religious instruction in 
the curriculum of the school, such instruction 
would have a veflex influence upon the whole 
school.. He appealed to teachers, parents and 
ministers to bear their share of the good 
work. As a rule, ministers displayed 
amazing interest in primary educa- 
tion. Why, he asked, should they not 
display the same interest in secondary 
education, particularly in view of the pore 
of the Government in regard to teachers. It 
was from the pupils of secondary schools that 
the teachers*of the -fature would be drawn, 
and it. was,.therefore, very essential to see 
that the pupils in secondary schools had 
udequate religious instruction. 

The Rev. Js A. MePherson seconded the 

report, and it, was received and adopted. 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 
In moving the report on religious education 
of school-children, the Rev. Professor Corkery 
said that-there was no controversy about this 
matter whatever. The number of children 
examined in religious instruction in the public 
clomentary«sehools » was at least as large as 
it had heen in previous years. The Board 
welcomed the announcement that an Amend- 
ine Act was being bronght in by the Govern- 
ment to insure that. Bible instruction shall 
he given to al! Protestant children in pro- 
vided and transferréd schools in Northern 
reland.

Addressing the Assembly, the Rev. R. Lee 
Cole said that it had been a great pleasure 
to him to have been commissioned by the 
Conference of the Methodist Church to 


The Assembly had received many depu 
tions, and he did not know how it was sur- 
viving..all. the elocution heard during the 
week. (Laughter.)’ Speaking on Church re- 
union, Mr. Lee Cole said that a friendly 
relationship existed between the two 
Churches. He could not help feeling that 
the Presbyterjan Church was passing t jo 
án epidemic of Church re-unjon. He could 
not help admiring the ificent men and 
organisations in the Chutch. In Ireland, 
he went on, we ate a little slow in catching 
aay oad they do not come so violently as 
they do elsewhere, and for that reason there 
is no rush in Church re-union,; but it is going 
along smvothly. Their two Churches, he 
concluded, had gone the furthest along the 
road of church re-unien. 

Sir William Thompson said :—On behalf of 
the Methodist Church in Ireland, and 
especially on behalf of the lay members of 
that Church, I beg to tender you, Right Rev. 
Mr. Moderator, atid brethren, persona! 
cordial greetings. We _— that you are 
having the Assembly in the capital of the 
lrish Free State after a lnpse of quarter of a 
century, and we especially rejoice that Dr. 
Morrow, a personal and esteenied friend of 
many members of our Church, bolds the dis- 
tinguished position of Moderator on this occa- 
sion. Addressing the Moderator, he said— 
Your address on Monday evening was most 
inspiring, upliftirig and helpful; and I can 
assure you the members of my Church agree 
with the sentiments expressed therein. ‘The 
address was ove which we would expect from 
such a cultured apd distinguished Moderator. 
The two Churches, especially in the Irish 
Free State, have many things in common, 
and we feel also with you that as a Church 
there is no boundary to our work. We are 

lad that closer co-operation (which is the 
First step towards closer union) is being car- 
ried on between both the ministers and lay- 
men of the two Churches, especially in the 
rural districts; and, after all, members in the 
rural districts are, so to speak, the backbone 
of the work of the Churches, as many of our 
most distinguished ministers avd Jay members 
have come from the country. True it is thet 
our numbers at the last census showed a 
great decrease, greater even than your 
Church; but thet does not mean that the 
virility and vitality of dur Church have in 
the leest dimimished. 

Those who study what is known in our 
Church as the Home Mission reports, and 
the corresponding reports of your Church, 
cannot but be impressed with the zeal and 
fervency of our rural churches. We feel, and 
I am sure you do also, that every effort must 
be made to help struggling rural congrega- 
tions, and that no family should be left with- 
out the ministrations of the Church, Alter 
all, the object oí the two Churches is the 
same—viz., the extension of Our Father's 
Kingdom on earth, goodwill towards all men, 
love atid fellowship towerds our neighbours, 
and, with these sentiments not only instilled, 
but also carried out, the Government of both 
the Irish Free State and Northern Ireland 
can always look to coustitutiona!l support in 
their various activities. 

The Moderator said that he felt sad always 
that the Methodists did not call themselves 
by the old name af Wesleyans, but that was 
an accommodation in keeping with the con- 
stant change of mumes in Ireland at the 
present. He thanked the members of the 
deputation for their presence, and expressed 
the hope that the same good fortune as it 
had hed in the past would attend the efforts 
of their Church tn the future.

SABBATH SCHOOL GOMMITTEE. 

The report of the Sabbath School Com- 
mittee was moved by the Rev. Robert Hynd- 
man. It stated that the battle for youth 
| Was difficult in these times; challenges and 
tests awaited them in all matters of faith 
and conduct, and it was the duty of the 
Church to fit them for the future. The 
Church had to realise that her greatest wealth 
lay in. the heart of youth, in their high spirit, 
in their manifold gifts. in regard to the pro- 
gramme for use in the schools, the sub-com- 
mittee appointed to dea] with the matter sug- 
gested several changes in the present system, 
and it was hoped that all concerned would 
accept the decision. The greatest difficulty 
to be met, the report stated, is the need for 
leaders and teachers. It is feared that there 
are some schools overcrowded and under- 
stdfied. The summer school movement. had 
already made its influence felt all over the 
Oharch, and the general atmosphere created 
would not be soon forgotten. he selection 
‘of the fourth Sabbath of May as Children’s 
Day had met with universal acceptance, and 
the report asked the Assembly to verify the 
selection. 

In moving the report, the Rev. Robert 
Hyndman said that he had spent a pleasant 
afternoon in the Museum in Kildare etreet, 
HH | the precious antiquities preserved 
there, Should the Church not work hard to 
reserve its youthful lives and make them 
ove the Church with a steadfast love? He 
wished, on behalf of the Assembly, to thank 
the great band of teachers who worked 
uvceasingly to win the heart of youth. When 
day schools were so wel] equipped they could 
not’ afford’'té ‘allow Sunday schools to lag 
behind, or to stagnate. There ought to be 
an. active Bible class in every congregation, 
where important matters would be raised and 
discussed. 

The Rev. R. J. Wilson, in seconding the 
motion, said that the parents had a respon- 
sibility in the matter, and should realise that 
responsibility in sending their children to re- 
ceive the spiritual uplift so necessary to set 
them on the rough path of life. 

Miss Ferguson spoke of her work of or- 
ganising the schools, and referred to the ad- 
vantages of the Primary department. 

The Moderator said that the matter was 
one that was vital to the Christian Church, 
and it had been eloquently explained. 

The report was received and adopted. 

YOUNG PEOPLE'S GUILD. 

The report of the Board of Management of 
the young People’s Guild recorded a success- 
ful year. The Guild had done much to de- 
velop that spirit of brotherhood that was so 
necessary in congregational life, and it also 
provided a splendid opportunity for giving 
young people something to do for the 
Church. 

The Rev. J. K. L. McKean, in moving the 
report, said that it was necessery to keep 
touch with senior pupils, coming into man- 
hood and womanhood. It wag a eritical part 
of their lives, and the served to 
shape their subsequent lives, 

In seconding the report the Rev. Mr. 
Chestnut said that there were many organisa. 
tions in the Church all working to spread a 
healti:y influence amongst ‘young people, and 
that work was all very necessary. 

The Rev, Mr, Clarke, Strabane, said that 
the boys’ organisation was one of the wost 
hopeful and helpful in the Church. 

The Moderator then presented to Miss 
Kathleen Ritchie, of Ballybay, the wristlet 
watch won by her in the examination in 
connection with the Guild, 

The report was adopted amid applause. 

The Rev. Dr. J. A. Hutton, editor of 
The British Weekly, next addressed the 
Assembly. He congratulated the Moderator 
on his elevation. Continuing, he said that 
if the Christian people of the world were 
unanimous on any single thing in the world 
they could have it far the asking. ‘There 
was no power under Heaven that could%e- 
sist them. That was a mighty power to 
wield. He stressed the importance of children 
attending church, and said that it was 
nonsense to say that they should not take 
a child to church because it did not under- 
stand the sermon. A child might sleep. in 
the church, but where could a child sjeep 
more safely or soundly? The child, he 
added, generally behaved better at the age 
of three than at thirteen. Distaste for religion, 
he believed, was created in the minds of 


young le by talking too much to them 
about the church. 
Proceeding, he said that ‘in most 


churches to-day preachers deal too lightly 
with life—more lightly than the people wish 
to tell you. Their disappointment 1s not 
disappointment that you do not comfort 
them. It is disappointment that you have 
not treated them seriously enough. Young 
men and young girls do not come to church 
to be comforted. They do not want cbmfort, 
and that is the reason why they do not come. 
They do not come to be entertained. When 
they come to church they come to hear life 
treated seriously, and if they go away 
flippant and disappointed it is use you 
have treated life superficially. They expected 
something: they asked for an egg and you 
gave them a stone.”

Resuming the debate-on the vote for tie 
Department of Rar ag 
r. BRENN: (ind., Hoscommon), said 
that the agricultural schemes all over the 
country should be brought up to date. For 
a considerable time County Committees of 
Agriculture had been calling on the Depart- 
ment to take this oe tha He & that 
of thirty-seven yeterinary cers, fifty per 
cent. oi unestablished.: In a country such 
as this, where live stock formed an important 
branch of agriculture, this should not be the 
case. A veterinary we ey might be twenty 
years in the service of the Department and 
yet be unestablished. . He knew of one 
veterinary inspector,who had been thirty years 
in the service of the Department and retired 
on a pension of £50 per year, the last ten 
years only of his service being caleulated for 
pension purposes. á ‘ 
He understood there had been a for 
the same terins as applied to the veterinary 
rofession in England Northern Ireland. 
t did not mean very much in money, but it 
did mean a lot in pens rights. Clerica! 
officers could be put on the establishment 
after six months’ probation. If these 
veterinarians were ge? workmen they 
would be better treated. He hoped that the 
Minister would clear up the misunderstand- 


á 


jing between the local authorities and the 


veterinary jnspectors about the operation of 
the Bovine Tuberculosis Order. 

He could understand Deputy Ryan's in- 
ability to see any improvement in the live 
stock of the country if, as hé said, he did 
not, know the difference between a £2 and 
a £4 calf. Deputy Kyan, as prospective 
Minister for Agriculture, had not given them 
an alternative. He had not made a single 
suggestion, except that they should grow 
wheat, although he admitted that he had no 
personal knowledge of at. 

AN OPPOSITION TRIBUTE. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway), said that. as 
regards the.improvement of live stock, credit 
was certainly duo to’ the Department. Ii 
was, of course, essential to export the best 
and keep up the good name of the country, 
and the Minister need not be afraid that any- 
body in the Dail wanted the policy of no ex- 
ports. It was pleasant to hear the Minister 
advocating, or, at least, suggesting, that he 
supported the policy of winter dairying. Their 
imports of £11,000,000 worth of agricultural 
produce should be cut down, and the smal! 
farmers should be encouraged to grow a 
greater variety of vegetables and fruit. 

The Irish were not a great meat-eating 
people—in fact, bacon was about the only 
meat the smal] farmer consumed. He under: 
stood that there was some peculiar quality im 
American bacon which made it more suitable 
for cooking with cabbage than the home 
cured article. If that were so, one, at least, 
of the Saorstat curers should be encouraged 
to cure on the American system. 

Farmers should also be enceuraged to grow 
a greater variety of vegetables, and some- 
thing should be done in domestic economy 
classes to teach the kind of cooking that 
would suit the small farmer—not the cook- 
ing of five-course dinners. There was a 
danger in the towns that schools of cookery, 
or the science of cooking, would develop inte 
the scientific opening of tinned food. 

MINISTER’S ' WORK AND PLAY,’’ 

Mr. GORRY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) said that 
if the Minister for Agriculture wished to get 
full co-operation from Irish farmers he should 
not indulge so much in hard-hitting politics. 
It would be better to leave political activities 
to the President, Vice-President and the 
Minister for Justice. The Minister should 
concentrate on his Department, which was a 
whole-time job. 

“ All work and no play,’ 
Minister. 

Mr. GORRY said that more would have to 
be done for the young farmer, on whom would 
devolve the future task of competing with 
ather countries in agricultural products, There 
would have to be an improvement in the pre- 
sent system of agricultural education. At 
present it was confined to one or two winter 
classes:in one or two centres in a county. 

there were numbers of fagmers who were 
unable to pay arrears of annuities and gates, 
and he suggested that there should be some 
system of moratorium to tide 
people over their difficulties. 

The problems connected: with agriculture 
could not be solved by any one political 
party; it was a subject requiring the  co- 
operation of all. He thought also that the 
assistance of the Irish Agricultural Organisa- 
tion Society should be enlisted, 

Mr. JOHN DALY (Government, Cork EF.) 
said that there had been a great improvement 
in their cattle, eggs, butter and bacon. To 
his mind that was due to the Minister for 
Agriculture. He urged that a park in his 
district should be converted into a school of 
agriculture. It was on the borders of four 
counties, and would provide a means of teach- 
ing agriculture, This would be better than 
inducing young men to join the suggested 
territorial forces. 

BULLS “ ON THE RUN.”’ 

Mr. CROWLEY (F.F., Kerry) complained 
that in South Kerry they could not cross a 
Kerry bull with a Shorthorn cow. There 
were about six thousand farmers affected in 
that area. They owned about 35,000 cows, 
and it was estimated.that the continuance in 
force of the regulations regarding Kerry buils 
meant a Joss of over £30,000 a year. South 
Kerry was the only place where bulls were 
“on the run.” If they were caught they 
were shot. 

Mr. HOGAN (Slinister for Agriculture)— 
Unlicensed bulls. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin) said 
that he thought it would be a calamity if the 
Minister for Agriculture took Deputy Gorry’s 
advice and confined himself purely to agricul- 
turai administration and science. He thought 
that the greatest service the Minister had 
rendered the country was his exposure 
through his political speeches of the sham 
economics of the front bench of Fianna Fail 
with regard to agriculture. He endorsed all 
that Deputy Brennan had said abont the 
veterinary staff of the Department. They had 
very important work to do, were a verv 
capable staff, and their reputation in England 
for ability and honesty was one of the graatest 
assets of this country, ‘The bacteriological 
staff also was grossly underpaid, and should 
be raised to the level of similar staffs in other 
countries. 

Mr. SHAW (Government, Longford-West- 
meath) congratulated Deputy Gorry on his

Ministry to abolish the Board and replace it 


a Commissioner, in the interests of 
economy. : : 
The Mayor, who presided, said that he 


could understand the difliculty of the Board 
of Health in trying to carry on an impossible 
system which placed a millstone round the 
neck of the citizens. ‘The system in opera- 
tion in Limerick was the child of the 
Ministry of Local Government, who, if they 
had taken their courage in their hands, would 
give Limerick a joint scheme of poor law 
administration. Personally, he was opposed 
to the Commissioner system, as he had 
sufficient faith in elected bodies, if given a 
fair chance, to carry out the mandate of the 
electorate. i 

Mr. Angley expressed himself against the 
Commissioner system. 

Alderman Reidy said that he felt the system 
was obsolete and required to be overhauled 


by an expert. 
Mr, p. A. O'Brien moved that the 
Council formally take steps to delegate the 
wers, duties and functions of the County 
rough Board ef Health to a person to be 
appointed by the Ministry. r. P. Doyle 
seconded the motion. ‘

system of the city Poor Law. 
Mayor, in winding up the discussion, 
said that he could not congratulate the 
Minister on his courage in taking over the 
management of the institution, but desired 
to pay a tribute to the work of the Health 
Board, who had endeavoured to perform a 
very difficult task. What the Minister 
should have done was to correct the 
system by putting a joint scheme into 
operation, which would have relieved the 
heavy burden placed on the citizens.

one resents that they should ‘‘ put ideas 
into the head "’.of a childlike public ; and 
one doubts ‘whether their roaring be not a 
fullness of “sound and fury, signifying 
nothing.” Have the . taxicab-drivers, 
licemen and men in the street really de- 
ivered judgment? May it not be that 
they have heard the noise of howling afar 
off am the loftier brethren, and have 
howled in uhison? It is easier to howl 
than to think, | 
What is the business of the sculptor? 
It would ‘be pleasant to picture a scene, ' 
enacted somewhere in the days when 
Saturn reigned, of the idle savage, 
squatting in a sunshine-latticed shade 
beside the potter’s wheels, toying, half un- 
aware, with the fallen clay, and chatting 
as he toyed, until there swept across the 
margin of his consciousness the knowledge 
that a moulded face and form had come 
into being between his fingers—a delight 
and decoration, Yet that pretty notion 
must be set aside. Of the arts pre- 
eminently that of sculpture has changed 
its medium. Story-teller, poet, painter, 
these use to-day much the same material 
as their prototypes—words and colour. 
Even the stuff that musicians’ ‘‘ dreams 
are made on ” has altered mainly in com- 
plexity; but the sculptor has used wood 
and clay and metal and stone in round, 
in relief and in intaglio. A crude figure 
of Mother Earth grimaced from a tree- 
trunk; and terra cotta, bronze and marble 
have reflected the stiff curls of her carven 
tresses, the grained sap channels of her 
gown; her branching arms. Form in three 
dimensions is all that persists from the 
wooden decoration of a field’s terminus to. 
the marble decoration of a railway 
station. 


THE FIRST IMPULSE, 


It is not improbable that, as with other 
arts, the first impulse was given to sculp- 
ture by religion. The man who leit lying 
around odd wooden dolls that his vacant 
fancy made would hardly in those early 
days have been looked on lightly. That 
animism which gave a kind of soul-power 
to material things would at once vest the 
puppets with a sinister and portentous 
potency; and the man who made them 
would be thought to hold converse with 
the dim and dread divine. The magic 
that worked in Sister Helen’s waxen man, 
through the needle-murdered figures, 
through the quaint power-laden effigies of 
the middle ages is but an sleunaael relic 
of that exercised by the creations of the 
first artists in sculpture which drew them 
into the sacred circle of the spell-binding 
seers. The sculptor’s business’ there 
appears to. imitate the god in three 
dimensions—that is, to project into 
tangible form the corporate reflections of 
mankind about the forces that controlled 
their destiny. 

This function follows their calling 
through the civilisations. Times changed, 
and gods and ‘ goods’’ changed with 
them. In sculpture, as everywhere else, 
the past was not utterly passed, although 
its meaning became blurred, and yester- 
day was seen but darkly in the glass of to- | 
day. Consequently, the sculptor came 
trailing clouds of conventions, symbols 
half-outworn, which at last was a way to 
become mere  prettinesses, ornaments. 
Those bird figures on the Harpy 
Sarcophagus once sent a thrill of terror 
into the soul at the sight of their 
rattling pinions and claws of bloo4; and 
then were quaint figures, such as gargoyles 
appear to us, to be smiled upon with that 
humorous tenderness we have for fears 
long fled that worried long-dead men. 

With the triumph of Olympus and the 
apotheosis of kings, the sculptor was con- 
cerned less with the divine and more with 
the human side of his interpretations. 
When you bring gods to earth or enrol 
kings im a Pantheon, it is the human 
interest that prevails. It is of the essence 
of anthropomorphism that man reflects 
into his divinities his collective ideas. So 
it comes about that sculpture embodies the 
large outlines of civilisations, and, in a 
manner more certain than painting cr 
letters,’ reveals the soul of a nation. The 
trivial, the insignificant, the particular is 
Jost in a tremendous and firm generalisa- 
tion. The soul of Egypt is pent up in the 
massive effigies of her kings; its 
immemorial changlessness reposes in their 
solidity; the limitless expanses of the 
desert lie in the eyes beneath those heavy 
marble lids. 


PHEIDIAS AND PRAXITELES. 


The Zeus that Pheidias reared is the 
marbled embodiment of the “good man’”’ 
as he appeared to an Athenian nobility of 
the soil, to Aryan men who had not yet ex- 
changed agriculture for commerce. Solid, 
rugged thought is on the brow; a wealth 
of wise saws has fallen from thcse lips; 
the beard knows wisdom without glitter, 
and ruthlessness without cynicism. One 
could imagine a conversation, that Landor 
should have written, between the Pheidian 
Zeus and Hesiod and that Roman 
Cincinnatus who left three acres and a 
cow to save Rome, did so and returned 
without a pang to that farm fit for heroes 
to live in. With Praxiteles life had 
turned, with the influx of money, to 
delicate luxury; the content of existence 
was mellowed and the faint gold tints of 
autumn played about it. It was not a 
time to be too strenuous; the brow is no 
Jonger to be furrowed ; there are to be no 
more forms gnarled at the plough or over- 
muscled by the pankration; all must be 
grace. Yet the Hermes, lovely as is the 
form and line, is terribly empty. All the 
‘spirituality that we are apt to read into 
it comes in all likelihood from ourselves 
as we cloak it with the glamour of a 
dream. It is ourselves that have put fine 
meaning into a figure from which content 
is slipping away—just as the print of 
Mona Lisa hanging on our walls looks 
down upon us with a smile that Walter 
Pater gave her, but old Leonardo never 
saw. 
saw. The sculptor was still busy with the 
idea of a “ good man’’; but the common 
notion of a “good man,” it seems, was 
that he must be shapely, the fitting sub- 
ject of a eugenist’s dream. 


LARGE IDEAS LACKING. 


In the next remove the art of sculpture 
was to face a more difficult problem; for 
there ceased to be in Athens a common 
mind; and, consequently, it became im- 

ible to project into a three 
imensional figure an imitation of 
humanity's corporate feeling about the 
controller of destinies, the “good man.” 
The individual was becoming more im- 
t than the State; the subjective 
view of life was replacing the objective; 
the shadow of Alcibiades threaded the 
statues, ominous as the writing upon the 
wall at Babylon. One man, Scopas, 
dc TR with some success to portray 
individuals in marble so that the marble 
exuded a spiritual significance; but after 
the realists became naturalists, 
The house of the State soul was empty, 
and the decorators were in.

The artist in 
England was for a long while not a great 
man—not in the sense that a brewer, 
woollen manufacturer, ironmonger, or 
politician is a great man. If he wished to 
capture a little glory, he became the moon 
of some magnate sun, for which cause the 
streets of the cities of Great Britain are 
littered with outcrops of stone.

without even an identifying touch of 
authority about them. Speechless figures 
in togas point accusing fingers at a scroll.

About all such all has been said finally 
of Mr. Brinsley Macnamara in “ The 
Various Lives of Marcus Igoe.’” Whenever a 
monumental work was reported to be un- 
veiled, it was this sort of thing that was 
unveiled. Small wonder that when the 
shroud fell from the face of “ Night,” the 
critics screamed, as children might at the 
sudden face of a stranger. They did not 
know, they could not understand. ‘t has 
happened that a man has read a “rench 
oem, but, from lack of French, he could 
not comprehend it; curiously, he did not 
call the poem bad, but his French. There 
was a child whp met a man who kissed 
him and who had a bristly beard; so the 
child ran crying from that man, until 
later on, by the process of apperception, 
he began to associate that whisker face 
with sweets, both edible and other. Then 
the child, who had cried out on the nasty 
man, came to look upon him as a nice 
man and a wise, who knew the beauties of 
the earth. The appeal of all art is to the 
intellect through feeling, and it is an un- 
wise thing to intellectualise overmuch. 
One feels, rather than abstracts into an 
intellectual formula, the grandeur of the 
Demeter, the life and colour of the 
Parthenon frieze, the pathos of the fallen 
warrior in the architrave from A®gina. A 
work of sculpture will be good and great in 
so far as it succeeds in stirring an emotion 
which widens the sympathy and deepens 
the understanding of men, so that they 
are the higher graduates in the University 
of Universal Life after they have 
experienced it. One must come to such a 
work prepared to be receptive. Hetaira 
loved Glanko and he died; and that day 
she would have shattered with a mallet 
the statuettes of lovely form that stood 
about her; yet they had pleased her well. 
The bacon was too tough for Mr. Smith, 
and so, when he saw ‘‘ Rima,’ it was 
tough. bacon that he saw, and his mouth 
was eloquent with vituperation. The man 
who passes “ Night,” and feels before it 
some little awe that he never before has 
felt, except at the sight of a comrade 
“‘downing creamy pints,’’ may scoff and 
go home. Yet, in the silent watches, he 
will ponder and his heart grow full, taxi- 
cab-driver, policeman, man in the street ; 
and he will enter into possession of the 
citadel of stars.

BERLIN’S SUPREMACY 
MAINTAINED. 


FROM PUCCINI OPERA TO 
VIENNESE WALTZ. 


F the operatic records included in 
(): H.M.V.” June issues, Dusolina 

Giannini’s singing of Madame Butter- 
fily’s solo, “ Un bel di vedremo,' makes the 
best effect; and the other side of the disc, 
with a solo from Puccini’s ‘‘Manon Lescaut,’’ 
is also pleasing beyond the average. _It will be 
a strong point, with many, that the orchestra 
employed in these excerpts is that of the 
Berlin State Opera. Puccini’s score deserves 
the polish this excellent orchestra puts on 
the performance. (DB 1264.) Giannini is 
the prima donna recorded in the ' H.M.V.”’ 
complete recording of “ Aida,’’ in which 
Pertile is principal tenor. 

An Ea operatic record occurs in 
the new Columbia issue. It presents one of 
the most dramatic performances ever heard 
of the famous “ Rigoletto’’ quartette, 
the singers being Maria Gentile, 
Ebe Stignani, Alessandro Granda, and 
Carlo Galeffi. The value of this record is 
enhanced by the inclusion with it, as the 
other-side selection, of the scene preceding 
the quartette and including the Duke's songz, 
“La donna e mobile,” which is, of course, 
much more effective in its dramatic setting 
than as a separate soio. (Columbia L.2310. 

The Paris O singing of the “ Faust’ 
choruses—the Fair and the Soldiers’ Chorus— 
is recorded on Columbia 9747.

His return to consciousness found 
him about three miles out of his way, in 
a spot which he at last identified as a 
road running alongside the hog-back 
of a hill in the rear of his home. He 
corroborated this identification by feeling 
for a gate he knew should be about there, 
and found it. Feeling fit and untired, 
he made his way, then, across the land 
to his house. There was little doubt but 
that he had fallen asleep as he walked, 
and had gone on walking automatically. 
The question arises as to why his 
automaton movement had carried him out 
of his way. Psychologically, he should 
have reached home. Local wiseacres who 
heard the story are convinced that some 
jesting spirit had seen him pass the 
graveyard and played this rather scurvy 
trick on him. 


A Tennis Champion. 


Rene Lacoste, who last Monday won the 
Lawn Tennis Championship of France for 
the third time, is one of the most interest- 
ing figures in the tennis world of to-day. 
To start with he had no physical 
advantages, being a pale and thin boy, 
rather weakly and delicate in health. 
ue, When he was sent to 
a— England at the age 
ge of thirteen to im- 
i; prove his accent he 
saw a tennis court 
and played the game 
for the first time. 
Two years later his 
‘father advised him 
to give up the game, 
as he seemed to have 
i ao aptitude for it. 
“a. But Lacoste pos- 
~~ sessed an inflexible 
determination to suc- 
ceed, rare indeed in 
a boy of that age. 
In order to play tennis better he took 
lessons in physical culture... He became 
a pupil of Darsonval, the famous profes- 
sional player. He spent every spare 
moment on the courts, and he kept his 
little notebooks. In these notebooks, 
which have now become famous (last year 
an American journalist offered him a 
thousand dollars for his most recent one), 
Lacoste analysed every match he played 
and every opponent he met. But the 
supreme example of his “ will to win ” is 
that a cement wall which he practised 
against had to be reconstructed every 
year, as it was worn out by the balls 
which he drove against it. In two years 
he improved to such an extent that in 
1923, at the age of seventeen, he won the 
Championship of France. Since then he 
has won at Wimbledon twice and the 
American title twice, and is now the 
greatest tennis player in the world. He 
played here with the French Davis Cup 
team in 1923 and again in 1924. 


An Art Centenary. 


Sir John Millais, the centenary of 
whose birth occurs this week-end, was one 
of the outstanding figures in the world of 
art during the Victorian era, and his 
principles of painting and his artistry 
will secure him a permanent place among 
the English masters. 

He studied art in London at the Sass 
School, and later at the Royal Academy 
School, and he took many valuable prizes. 
He showed early promise of greatness, 
and when only twenty years of age 

ainted ‘‘ Christ in the House of His 

arents,” which a few years ago was 
purchased for the nation at 10,000 guineas. 

Millais was, perhaps, at his best in the 
middle of the nineteenth century. His 
“ Autumn Leaves’’ was painted in 1856 
and ‘‘The Eve of St. Agnes” in 1863. 
In 1853 le painted his “Order of 
Release.’” For this picture he had as 
model Mrs. Ruskin, whom he later 
married. He had another notable model 
in Mrs. Rossetti, who sat for his 
“‘Ophelia ” in 1852, which is generally 
regarded as one of his best works. 

Towards the end of his career he devoted 
himself almost entirely to portrait-paint- 
ing. He had as one of his subjects Lord 
Beaconsfield, and he painted by command 
of Queen Victoria a small copy of her 
favourite statesman. 

Millais was not without his critics, one 
of the severest being Charles Dickens, who 
used very strong adjectives in regard to 
some of the religious pictures. His 
favourite picture, ‘‘ The Order of Release,”’ 
was presented to the nation a few years 
ago by Sir Henry Tate.

the Irish railwaymen 
contributed a large sum of money as a 
presentation for him; but he declined the 
gift, and requested that the funds raised 
should be spent in providing social 


‘amenities for the Irish members of the 


big trade union of which he is leader. 

He will, of course, be released from his 
union duties so long as he is a Cabinet 
Minister. He is a man of tremendous 
energy and flexible mind, and holds 
moderate views in politics. Regarded as 
one of the most imperialist of the Labour 
leaders, he made a tour of the Empire 
when he was Colonial Minister in the last 
Labour Government, and it was during 
his term of office that the Irish Boundary 
Commission was appointed. 


A Good Story. 


Mr. Thomas is a very acute negotiator, 
and has a regular flair for the socia] side 
of official life, and he can tell a good 
story against himself. Once when he was 
in Ireland during the war, he says, he 
mentioned casually to a friend, then hold- 
ing an important railway post in Dublin, 
that war restrictions had made whiskey 
scarce and inferior in England. “ That's 
all right,” said his friend, “I'll send you 
a drop of decent Irish stuff.” Mr. Thomas 
is as moderate in conviviality as in politics, 
but he gladly accepted this offer. A smal] 
case, neatly packed, was sent to him. “In 
due time,” says Mr. Thomas, “the case 
reached me, but. alas! minus the whiekey. 
It had been pilfered on the way. Inside 
the case I found a label with this message : 
‘Compliments from your members at such- 
and-such a railway station. Sampled and 


found first-class.’ ”’ 


Why Not Green ? 


Exception has already been taken to the 
drab colour with which the trams of the 
city are being newly coated, but little has 
been said of the conductors’ uniforms, 
which are, at the best of times, an eye- 
sore. The navy-blue suit, on account of 
its cheapness, and with the commingling 
of grease and dust, rapidly becomes 
shabby, and the work of the conductor 
does not tend to maintain even in 
genteel shabbiness. And this in such a 
progressive city as Dublin! Perhaps the 
Dublin United Tramway Company would 
take pattern from the Glasgow Corpora- 
tion (and, in so doing, show their 
patriotism), which fits out its employés 
in a neat and durable uniform of green 
cloth. 


The Lyceum Club. 


How many members, I wonder, of the 
Lyceum Club in Dublin are still alive? 
How many more are aware of its 
existence? These queries are provoked 
by a recent experience of mine while 
walking up Westland row from the rail- 
way station. My companion asked me as 
we passed the Royal Academy of Music, 
had I any notion of what the adjoining 
house was when he first knew it. Of 
course, I had not, and a revelation 
followed. 

It was the Lyccum Club, to which in 
the year that he was released from school 
he had been brought in to dine by one 
who was several. years his senior, and 
had been a conspicuous pupil of the same 
school, The club at this time included 
many prominent members of all the 
learned professions, but all of these but 
one, my friend imagines, have passed 
away. The most active figure in the 
daily life of the institution was Mr. 
McGrath, then a lecturer in physics in 
University College, afterwards Dr. 
McGrath, Secretary of the Royal Univer- 
sity, and finally Sir Joseph McGrath, 
the first Registrar of the National 
University. 


Father Finlay. 


The survivor referred to is Father 
T. A. Finlay, the well-known Jesuit, 
who was actually the founder of the 
institution. Jt was his first venture

We have no option, 
and under protest we must accept the 
decision of the Local Appointments Com- 
missioners, until such time as freedom of 
election is restored to the Council.” 

Councillor Denny expressed surprise that 
Mr. Geo. Nolan, Solicitor, who was Acting 
Law Adviser, had not been appointed. 

Alderman Keane. who claimed to be good 
friends with Mr. Farrell and Mr. Nolan, said 
that. they ' were,’ in view of their previous 
experience with the Commissioners, only 
beating air by proposing such a resolution. 

The Mayor (Councillor E. Walsh) recalled 
the resolution of protest passed by the 
Council a year and a half ago on the appoint- 
ment of Mr. David Sheedy, Cork, as. Borough 
Surveyor. That resolution was read at every 
public board in. the country, and came to be 
known as the “ Waterford Resolution,”’ but 
it was turned down, and they had no option 
hut acquiesce in the Commissioners’ selec- 
tion.

DUBLIN INQUEST ON ENGLISH 
VISITOR, 
The adjourned inquest held on Miss 
Dorothy Stafford, an Englishwoman, believed 
to be of Chelsea, was resumed yesterday at 
the Royal City of Dublin Hospital.

Dr. Deane-Oliver, house surgeon, said that 
at the post-mortem examination held with 
Dr. .Mullen, there was no sign of cerebral 
hemorrhage ; there were pneumonic patches in 
both lungs, and the kidneys and spleen were 
Egan, The heart and liver were normal, 
The conditions were not consistent with high 
blood pressure. Death, in her opinion, was 
due to veronal poisoning. 
Mrs. Smith, Hume street, whom Miss 
Stafford had visited, said that she considered 
her highly temperamental, but never thought 
she took drugs. 
A verdict of death from veronal poisoning 
was returned by the Coroner, Dr. J. P.

Labour: in. Office. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has accepted office 
at the King’s hands, and this morning we 
announce the composition of the second 
Labour Cabinet. As a whole it will 
impress the country favourably. Mr. Arthur 
Henderson, the new Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, is an accommodating person, and 
we may assume that, in effect, Great 
Britain’s critical relations with Europe 
and the United States will come under 
the Prime Minister's personal charge. 
Once more Mr. Snowden, an exceedingly 
able financier, is Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Lord Justice Sankey, who 
becomes Lord Chancellor, falls below few 
of his predecessors in dignity and learn- 
ing. Mr. J. H. Thomas and Mr. Clynes 
are among the Labour Party’s oldest and 
most seasoned warriors; the one takes 
Lord Privy Seal, and the 
Minister for Home Affairs. 
Captain Wedgwood Benn, a former 
Liberal, is Secretary of State 
India. His career does not advertise a 
Ligh or prudent statesmanship, and during 
the coming months any bad blunder at 
the India Office must have the gravest 
results. By her appointment as Minister 
for Labour Miss Margaret Bondfield 
becomes the first woman member of the 
British Cabinet—an honour which is fairly 
due to her work and attainments. Justly 
due also is the reward which now falls 
to Mr. Sidney Webb, at once the Nestor 
and the Mentor of the Socialist Party. 
He becomes Secretary for the Dominions 
and the Colonies, and will be elevated to 
the House of Lords. Mr. W. Jowitt, K.C., 
has accepted the post of Attorney-General 
in the Labour Government, although he was 
elected last week as a Liberal for Preston— 
perhaps,. the quickest of all changes of 
front in modern politics. 

As Lord Privy Seal Mr. Thomas will 
have a virtual sinecure ; as “ Minister for 
Employment’’ he will have. the most 
important and most onereus of all public 
Indeed, the Government 's fate may 
his labours, since by its 
handling of the problem of unemploy- 
ment it must stand or fall. In this task, 
too, Mr. Thomas, unlike his colleagues, 
will be unable to take strength -from 
the permanent officials; for—if he is 
to fulfil his leader’s promises to the 
electorate—nothing less than a novel feat 
of creation is involved. It is not enough 
that he shall co-ordinate all existing 
schemes. for the relief of unemployment: 
he must find work for the millions of 
people hitherto these 
schemes, separately and jointly, have 
failed to relieve. Of course, bitter dis- 
appointment awaits most of these people ; 
for no Government can create work. It 
is created only by the growth of in- 
dustrial prosperity, and the process must 
be slow ‘and gradual. Nevertheless, two 
things may be said. The co-ordination 
of relief schemes may cheapen, while it 
quickens, the machinery of relief, and 
for this duty Mr. Thomas has peculiar 
gifts. As a railwayman, at least, he. will 
not be led astray by Mr. Lloyd George’s 
lure of vast and uneconomic expenditure 
on the roads. He has outlined some 
part of his new policy in recent speeches. 
These suggest that the Government, at 
one end, will prolong the years of school 
attendance, and, at the other, will 
pension industrial workers who have 
reached sixty-five; and that legitimate 
trades which need a stimulus will receive 
financial backing from the State. Nobody 
questions Mr. Thomas’s zeal, and every- 
body will wish him well in his new 
adventure. 

We may allow that the second Labour 
Government has made a good start, and 
certainly there is general .agreement 
among all British parties that it ought to 
get a fair chance. Mr, Macdonald can 
require no assurance that the Conserva- 
tive Party, under Mr, Baldwin’s 
chivalrous command, will be scrupulously 
considerate of its opening difficulties. Few 
will predict a full term of office for the 
new Cabinet; we imagine that popular 
estimates of its tenure vary between six

The League at Madrid. 


The Council of the League of Nations, 
which will meet for the first time im 
Madrid next Monday, already has held some 
informal gatherings to discuss the minori- 
ties problem. Thé plans of the leading 
Powers have been upset considerably by 
the fact that Sir Austen. Chamberlain, 
who now is out of office, no longer will 
represent Great Britain. During the last 
five years the British Foreign Setretary 
has been one of the foremost members of 
the League Council ; and he was the chief 
author of the Locarno Pact. fF urther- 
more, since Germany resumed her place 
among the nations Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain has been among her most. helpful 
friends, and his influence always has 
been used in the promotion of better 
feelings between the Powers that fought 
on different sides during the war. “His 
place on the Cotncil of the League at

the British Ambassador to Spain. The 
chief topic of discussion at Madrid 
will be the problem of minorities, which 
has been investigated by a committee of 
three.

Manxland. 


A leading ‘citizen of the Isle of Man 
laments the danger of extermination that 
overhangs the Manx cat. It seems 
that every tripper tries*to take away 
one of these tailless national products. 
A genial, but unpatriotic; hotel porter, 
we are told, abets this traffic, and our 
sympathy goes out to the Manx people 
in this threatened loss of their national 
emblem. The thought that the historic 
Manx cat may be merged in a race of 
vulgar tabbies is, indeed, painful. What 
would we think if Irelahd suddenly found 
herself bereft of the shamrock, carried 
away by visitors to flicker sadly in the 
unlovely gardens of Balham and Tooting? 
Nevertheless, the Manx people, despite 
the possible loss of their cat, are much 
to be envied. On Thursday, on Tynwald 
Hill—the Tara of the Isle of Man—Sir 
Claude Hill, who is both Governor and 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, made a long 
financial statement. Its burden was that 
the income tax was to be reduced by 2d. 
to the insignificant sum of 10d. in the £1. 
Such a pronouncement ougat to have 
been made in a very few words, even as 
the result of the Battle of Canne was 
given out to the expectant multitude in 
the simple sentence, ‘‘ Pugna magna victi 
sumus.’” Here, however, is no defeat. 
‘The citizens of Great Britain and of the 
Free State are bowed down by a load 
of imposts, while Man stands out as the 
happy isle where the blue bird of reduced 
taxation—whatever may be the position 
of the Manx cat—dwells secure and 
strong. There is one other point in Sir 
Claude Hill’s speech that is worthy of our 
attention, The taxes on British wines 
will be reduced. If these taxes were 
swept away in Great Britain and Ireland, 
and a bottle of claret were brought within 
the reach of every worker, a long distance 
would have been travelled towards the

He 
was -offered the latter rank, but refused 
it, and so distinguished himself by his 
valour in the field that he became known 
as ‘‘le premier GPfenadier de la 
Republique.’ After his death, at the 
Battle of Oberhausen, in 1800, a special 
order was issued to the French Army, to 
the effect that his name should be pre- 
served for ever on the muster-roll of the 
46th Regiment, and that, when the roll 
was called, the answer should be given, 
“Mort sur le champ d'honneur.” (The 
order is still in force, and today 
the name of de la Tour d’ Auvergne 
is on the roll of his old regiment. 
A similar token of the 
the French nation existe for more than 
the case ol 
Domrémy, where Joan of Arc was born. 
By royal decree the village was declared 
free from all taxes, and, until the chaos 
of the Revolution made all things new, 
the inhabitants enjoyed their immunity.

The King was sufficiently well to leave 
his bedroom last evening, and to sit fully 
dressed in a chair» in the Audience 
Chamber .of Windsor. Castle, to receive 
the Seals of Office from the members of 
the late Government. ~ 

Hitherto the invariable practice has been 
for the Seals of Office to be surrendered 
and re-distributed on the same day. The 
piecedent created on this occasion was 
necessitated by the King’s illness. 
There was another unusual feature about 
yesterday's ceremony. One had to go 
back t othe early days of Queen Victoria 
to find an occasion on which a similar 
event took place at Windsor Castle. 

The members of the late Government 
arrived at Windsor Station by special 
The arrival platform had been

closed to the public, and only a few 
privileged people were allowed inside 
the reserved space. Waiting for the 
Ministers were five State carriages, 
sent from Windsor Castle. Three of 


them were drawn by pairs of greys, 
and two by pairs of bay horses. 
Each pair had a postillion rider in black 
coat, white buckskin breeches and glisten- 
ing riding boots, with cockaded silk hat, 
and a footman in semj-state livery was In 
attendance on each coach. 

They entered the,Castle by St. George s 
gateway, a d swept round the famous

Mingster, and shook hands after accepting 
the seals of office. Lord Hailsham, the 


Lord Chancellor, had in his charge the 
Great Seal of England, which was locked 
in a leather case much larger than those 
of the other Ministers. 

The ceremony of handing over the seals 
of office and the reception of the Ministers 
without seals occupied a little less than 
an hour. 

The majority of the Ministers returned 
to their train in the special State 
carriages, but Sir William Joynson-Hicks, 
who was the first to leave the Castle, 
walked down the hill to the station.

MR. FORD PLEASED. 


STORM IN DIPLOMATIC 
CIRCLES. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Friday. 

Despite the storm in the Diplomatic 
Corps here, Sir Esmé Howard remained 
silent to-day regarding his declaration in 
favour of a “dry” régime at the British 
Embassy. 

The affair still continues to provoke 
animated controversy and discussion in 
political and diplomatic circles. The pre 
vailing view among diplomats is that the 
British Ambassador has placed the Corps 
in a somewhat embarrassing position. 

Some officials who claim to have seen 
the text of the original letter to Mr. 
Carter, assert that the Ambassador wrote 
as the doyen of the Diplomatic Corps, 
without emphasising that his attitude was 
a purely personal one, which he could put 
into practice only at his own Embassy. 


OTHER EMBASSIES EXCITED. — 

At least one Embassy here has already 
been addressed: by “dry” enthusiasts, 
who demanded to know. when it would 
‘* begin to obey the order of the doyen 
and stop serving wines.”’ 

Some idea of the storm which Sir Esmé’s 
action has aroused may be gathered from 
the incident which occurred in the 
Embassy of -a certain Latin Power. The 
veteran chief of the mission became so 
excited when discussing the British 
Ambassador’s move that he swept books, 
papers, pencils and inkpots off his desk on 
to the floor without even noticing what he 
had done: 

Another usually calm and dignified 
diplomat, also resenting a non-Nordic 
country, pound his desk with such 
furious wrath that his secretaries came 
rushing into the room to see if their chief 
needed assistance. 


A PERSONAL DECISION. 

Nobody knows, of course, what policy 
Sir Esmé Howard’s successor will follow, 
but it is assumed here that Sir Esmé’s 
decision is a personal one, and will not be 
binding on his successor. 

Meanwhile the many friends of both 
sexes of the popular Aftachés of the 
British Embassy are lamenting the fact 
that the present stocks ef liquor are, un- 
fortunately, nearly exhausted, and it will 
not be long before the health of His 
Majesty may have to be drunk in ice 
water. 


MR. FORD’S PRAISE. 

Many prominent Americans, on the 
other hand, are loud in their praises of 
the British Ambassador’s action. Among 
them is Mr. Henry Ford, who when told 
of Sir Esme’s move, said: “It is fine; I 
am very glad he took such a step. It 
denotes the fine old English spirit. Other 
ambassadors will follow his example if 
they have any sense.”’ 

Sir Esme Howard is retiring from active 
diplomatic service next February.

ENGLAND. 


DO THEY EXCEED 
, THE DEMAND ? 


SOME REPRESENTATIVE

A cross-Channel paper has just stated 
that the medical labour market in Eng- 
land is being unbalanced by over-pro- 
duction in the Irish Free State. It adds, 
however, that, putting aside the propor- 
tion of unemployables that every pro 
fession must include, the number of out- 
of-work doctors does not much exceed the 
normal floating margin. sits 

Twenty new doctors a year out of the 
two hundred odd who graduate annualty 
from the Irish universities and medical 
schools, suffice for the wastage in the Irish 
Free State. : 

DEMAND EQUALS SUPPLY. 

Notwithstanding the fact that about a 
hundred and eighty must, therefore, seek 
a living elsewhere, a representative of 
Trinity College Medical School stated yes- 
terday to an I/rish Times reporter that 
in his experience the demand for Irish 
doctors outside this country was equal to 
the supply. Recently he had received two 
communications—one from London and 
the second from India—inquiring about 
mc" for posts that are awaiting suitable 
applicants. In proportion to their 
numbers, both Ireland and Scotland send 
more men into the professions than Eng- 
land, where a far larger proportion goes 
into various industries. The two poorer 
countries supply the deficiency in the caje 
of doctors. ; 

Dr. Hennessy, Secretary of the British 
Medical Association in Ireland, confirmed 
the figures given of the numbers who 
graduate here annually, and the number 
absorbed at home. He said that the diffi- 
culty of finding posts in England or in 
other parts of the Empire had been very 
great in the years immediately after the 
war. At that time nearly four hun 
were graduating here every year. Since 
then the decrease in the numbers and the 
changed conditions had hel matters. 
There are far more posts to be filled now 
in connection with public health and child 
welfare. The latter branch absorbs a 
large number of women doctors. 

i DR. COFFEY'S VIEWS. 

By fact and figure Dr. Denis J. Coffey, 
President of University College, Dublin, 
refuted the statement ma by the 
Secretary of the British Medical Associa- 
tion, to which his attention was drawn 
by an Irish Times representative yester- 
day. ’ 

“TI do not know,” he said, “ what is 
the average number of appointments open 
to medical practitioners in the Irish Free 
State every year. Possibly some estimate 
las been made, and, perhaps, it is around 
the figure given by the Secretary of the 
British Medical Association. I use tie 
term ‘ appointments’ in the sense in which 
I presume that Dr. Cox uses it—that is, 
with reference to appointments as medical 
officers under local or State authority. 

“ The real answer to those figures is 
this. The doctors who qualify in Ireland 
have, as their main outlook, the entry into 
medical practice. Now the fraction of 
Irish medical graduates, practising in Tre- 
land, who seek what are presumably 
referred to as official appointments is, and 
has always been, only a very limited 
portion of the total number of doctors 
practising in Ireland. It is, therefore, 
pointless in that statement of Dr. Cox’ te 
draw sucl) an inference as that al] those 
doctors who do not seek official appoint- 
ments necessarily go to England or go out 


| of Ireland to practise. 


. NUMBERS COMPARED. 

“Tt is interesting to mote that the 
number of medical practitioners on the 
veneral register of the General Medical 
Council, who have received their education 
in England, has never been much more 
than fifty per cent. of the total number 
of practitioners on the Register. That 
means that the other fifty per cent. have 
been supplied by the universities of ire- 
land and Scotland. The proportions are 
roughly as follows :— 

England—48 to 50 per cent. 

Scotland—32 per cent. 

Ireland—14 per cent. 

Colonial and foreign—5g per cent. 

‘“‘If you take these figures in relatiow 
to the populations of the respective 
countries, you will see that Scottish umi- 
versities supply to Britain more than 
twice the number of the doctors trained 
in Ireland. 

7,000 IRISH DOCTORS. 

‘There are something more than 7,000 
Irish-educated doctors on the general 
Register. More than fifty per cent. of 
these men are practising in Ireland ; so I 
do not know how Dr. Cox got the figure 
of only ten per cent. Again, on the 
Medical Register of the Irish Free State, 
which was inaugurated last year, more 
than four thousand Irish-educated doctors 
have registered their names. Though 
some of these are men not actually 
practising in the Irish Free State, yet 
those that are not must have the intention 
of practising in this country at some time 
or other. Then, again, this Register does 
not include the doctors practising 1D 
Northern Ireland. 

‘Finally,’ Dr. Coffey said, “the 
English universities cannot supply the 
demand of the home market, and Irish 
and Scottish universities are called upon 
to meet the deficiency.”’

Immediate interest in General Dawes’s 
mission centres upon naval limitation, 
but it is explicitly stated at the State 
Department that General Dawes would be 

iven no special instructions on that vital 
issue between England and the United 
States. Instead, it was said that the 
Administration was of the opinion that 
the next move must come from abroad, 
and the disposition here is to await some 
indication from the new Macdonald 
Government as to Great Britain's policy 
towards limitation. 

NO LETTER TO NEW PREMIER. 

Naturally it is reasonable to suppose 
that President Hoover will accord a con- 
siderable measure of latitude to an envoy 
of such eminence as General Dawes, but 
Reuter’s Correspondent was informed on 
good authority that there is no truth in 
the statements which have appeared in 
the Press, both here and abroad, that 
General Dawes is bearing a personal 
message from the President to Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, with a view to 
hastening plans for further reductions in 
world naval armaments, 

The most that can be said is that 
President Hoover is hopeful that, as the 
result of conversations the new Am- 
bassador is to have with Mr. Macdonald, 
the date for calling an International] Con- 
ference on the cm rll of naval arma- 
ments may be advanced. 

NEW CLASSIFICATION. 

At. the same time, those who know 
General Dawes’s temperament will not be 
surprised should he attempt to cut the 
Gordian knot of technicalities, and seek 
an understanding with the new Labour 
Government on principles by emphasising 
the economic aspect of competitive build- 
ing as laid down by President Hoover in 
his Memorial Day speech. 

It is understood that General Dawes 
has received the report of the American 
naval experts’ study of the “ Yardstick,”’ 
proposed by Mr. Hugh Gibson at Geneva, 
whereby fighting ships may be measured 
and classified on other bases than tonnage 
alone, and thus they will be enabled to 
discuss a possible technical formula with 
the Admiralty experts. 

THE NEW TARIFFS. 

The other questions calling for the early 
attention of General Dawes will be German 
reparations and the new American tariff. 
Should an international conference be held 
in Tondon on the plan of Mr. Owen 
Young, it is assumed that General Dawes 
will represent the United States on it. 

The hich rates proposed in the new 
Tariff Bill have already elicited protests 
by British manufacturers, and it will be 
one of the first duties of the new Am- 
bassador to explain the Administration's 
reasons for raising duties. 

Other questions likely to be discussed 
by General Dawes in London are the extra- 
territoriality of China and the America 
adherence to the World Court. 


RACECOURSE DISPUTE. 
—————— 


The advent of the totalisator has brought 
about & dispute between the York Race Com- 
mittee and York Corporation, which may, it 
is feared, threaten the future of York Races 
as first-class meetings. 

The totalisator scheme of the Racecourse 
Betting Control Board involves taking in 
part of the road behind the enclosures and 
setting back the boundary walls and build- 
ings, as well as enclosing during meetings a 
strip of land behind the three-shilling ring. 

The agreement on which the premises are 
leased from the York Corporation has only 
fourteen years to run, and at the end of this 
time all the buildings erected on the race- 
course will become the property of the Cor- 
poration.

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LHASSA 


A CITY OF MONKS, TEMPLES, 
MONASTERIES AND PALACES, 


The following description of Lhassa, the | 


holy capital of Thibet, is given in the 
Izvestia by the famous stussian traveller, 
Kozlov :— 

Lhassa, the capital of Thibet, the most 
interesting city from a European standpoint, 
and the mast ‘“‘ideal’’ from the standpoint 
of the Thibetans themselves, fascinates the 
traveller from afar, when he first gets sight 
from the nearest hills of the Lhassa valley, 
the. mountain ridge bordering upon it, and, 
above all, of Potala and the Temple of Medi- 
cine, which are situated upon separate hills, 
which, according to legend, were brought 
there on camels’ backs from India. 

After the long and montonous journey, 
Lhassa, with its palace of the Dalai Lama and 
the huge number of temples glittering in the 
sun, with their gilt roofs, indeed makes a 
strong-and, at the same time, charming, im- 
pression. The magnificent combination of 
the valley and divine hills Marbo-ri and 
Chagbo-ri, the transparent blue sky and the 
brilliant sunshine, the unusual buildings and 
the red, gold and white colours make the 
impression of a fairy tale. 

No wonder the Buddhists, at first sight of 
Lhassa, Potala and the palace of the Dalai 
Lama, fall on their knees in ecstasy. 

A LEGEND. 

Lhassa was founded under the Sron Tzan 
Gambo Khan, who lived in the 7th century 
A.D. There is a legend that this Khan had 
among his wives a Chinese princess and a 
princess from Nepal, who brought with them 
statues of Buddha Shakiamuni. It was for 
these statues that the temples in Lhassa were. 
built, and the Khan himself took up his 
residence on Mount Marbo-ri, which is now 
adorned by the palace of the Dalai Lama. 

In the centre of the capital there is a 
square-shaped three-storey temple, with four 
gilt roofs of the Chinese type, containing a 
great statue of Buddha Shakiamuni. under 
a gorgeous baldachir. The statue itself is 
made of bronze, and differs from the usual 
representation of the Indian sage, in that its 
head and chest ornaments are of solid 
gold and precious. stones, especially 
turquoise. These ornaments were made and 
hung on the statue by Tzonhava, the famous 
Buddhist reformer, and ever since the times. 
of Tzonhava the face - has always been 
painted with gold powder. 

There is another statue of Buddha, of 
small size, in a separate temple, in the 
northern section of the town, known as 
‘‘ Chjovo-Ramoche,”’ but both temple and 
statue are inferior in ornamentation to ‘their 
larger counterparts. The smaller temple also 
attracts a smaller number of worshippers. 

THE PALACES. 

Lhassa is further beautified by the palaces 
of the noble “ Hutukatas”’ and “‘Gheghens,”’ 
who held the posts of Thibet Khans. These 
palaces, each housing a certain number of 
Lamas, are, in fact, small monasteries, 
four in the interior of the city and 
one outside iu, to the south - west. 
The latter palace, known as Gun-de-lin, be- 
longs te the Datzag Hutukhtas. There are 
only a few privately-owned houses, mostly 
situated on the outskirts. 

Towering above all these buildings, at some 
distance to, the, west, is Potala, the Dalai 
Lama’s palace, built on a rocky mountain. 
This palace is undoubtedly the most remark- 
able building not only in Lhassa, but through- 
out. Thibet. end ascribes its foundation 
to Sron-Tsan-K but it has since been 
remodelled, with the addition of the main 
central part known as ‘** Pobran-Marbo,”’ 
the Red Palace. This is a castle, to the con- 
struction of which the Thibetan architects de- 
voted the pest of their engineering skill. 
The palace is 1,400 feet long, and viewed 
from the front its height reaches ten and, at | 
some points, even thirteen storeys. 

In the Red Palace are the apartments of 
the Dalai Lama himself, who in good weather 
often goes to the highest flat roof, which 
affords a magnificent view in wis | . 

The same palace harbours the greatest 
treasures both of Thibet and of the Dalai 
Lama personally. It contains the gold 
‘“*Suburgan,”* the sepulchre of the present 
Dalai Lama, which is about 28 feet high. 

It also provides accommodation for a com- 
munity of monks, numbering 500 and forming 
a ‘‘Nimchjal-Datsan.’’ The duty of these 
court lamas consists in holding services for a 
a and prosperous life for ihe Dalai Lama. 

ithin the walls of the palace, at the 
southern foot of the mountain, are the mint, 
the law courts, the prison, etc. 

The summer palace of the Dalai Lama, 
known as Norbulinkha, is situated on the 
back of the Ui River. 

The gardens and parks, so dear to the 
hearts of al] Thibetans, render Lhassa beauti- 
ful, especially in the spring and summer. 
‘The “lingor’’.or circular road by which 
the pi make their religious rounds of 
the capital on foot, constantly bowing as they 
move along, is 7} miles se 

The medical datsan, which is probably the 
only one. in Central Thibet, is beautifall 
situated on the top of Mount Chjagbo-ri. 
It is a amail building, where, in a 
room near the rear wall, one is 
shown statues of various deities made of 
oral, turquoise, malachite, white sandal, as 
well as other sacred objects connected with 
names of famous doctors of the Hindoo- 
Thibetan medical school. 

This datzan was founded, or, at least, radi- 
cally reformed, by the famous fifth ‘Dalai 
Lama. The clerical staff consists of sixty 
men, especially deputed. one from each of 
the sixty monasteries. i 
Dalai Lama, and live in houses 
same mountain, near the datzan. 
are the students of the ool. are 
under the charge of Emchi-Hambo, the per- 
sonal. physician of the Dalai Lama. 

COLLEGES OF MYSTICISM.

MUSSOLINI’S VISIT 
TO CARDINAL 
GASPARRI.

VATICAN CITY, Friday. 


The exchange ‘of the instruments of 
ratification of the Vatican Treaty was 
made in Cardinal Gasparri’s apartment 
at the Vatican this morning. is con- 
cluded the last act necessary before the. 
Lateran Treaties entered into full and im- 
mediate force. The independent state of 
the Vatican City is now an accomplished 
fact. 

Indeed, a few minutes after the ex- 
change of the instruments of ratification, 
all the entrances into the new Vatican 
territory were closed by means-of wooden 
barriers, the side of which were 
stationed frontier posts of Swiss guards, 

These wooden barriers will be replaced 
by iron gates later. 

At the same time the famous bronze 
door leading into the Vatican Palace, one 
leaf of which has always remained closed 
since 1870 as a sign ef mourning for the 
loss of the temporal power of the Papacy, 
was thrown completely open again io 
signify that conciliation between the 


'Ouirinal and the Vatican had at last been 


achieved, after fifty-nine, years... 
A SIMPLE CEREMONY. 

The ceremony of the exchange of the 
instruments of ratification itself was ex- 
tremely simple. Cardinal Gasparri and 
Signor Mussolini handed each other the 
original texts of the Treatiés signed re- 
spectively by the Pope and the King of 
Italy. Afterwards the two statesmen 
signed a document drawn up in duplicate, 
testifying to the fact that the instruments 
of ratification had been exchanged. 

Signor Mussolini, who was wearing his 
Prime Minister’s uniform, and his party 
arrived at the Vatican in five motor cars. 
The party came by way of the courtyard 
of St. Damasus, under the gate of the 
mint, and passed through the courtyard 
of the Parrot. 

The Prime Minister was saluted at these 
points by pickets of the Swiss guards. In 
the courtyard of St. Damasus the Prime 
Minister was met by the Papal Masters of 
Ceremonies, and by the- gentlemen-in- 
waiting, who escorted him to the second 
floor of the Vatican Palace into Cardinal 
Gasparri’s apartment. Here the party 
was cordially -greeted by Cardinal 
Gasparri and by Monsignor Borgoncini 
Duca, Secretary to the Congregation of 
Extraordinary Ecclesiastical Affairs; by 
Monsignor Pizzardo, Substitute Secretary 
of State, and by Signor Pacelli, the 
Vatican lawyer. 

CHEQUE FOR £6,500,000. 

After a few words of greeting they im- 
mediately proceeded with the business in 
hand. 

The exchange of ratifications was per- 
formed, first, by the reading of the 
financial convention and the handing to 
Cardinal Gasparri of a cheque drawn on 
the Bank of Italy for 750,000,000 lire 
(about £6,500,000). Then the documents 
of ratification, which were encased in 
splendid bindings of Morocco, bearing the 
arms of the two States, were signed by 
Signor Mussolini and ee Gasparri 
and formally exchanged. ’ 

Next Cardinal Gasparri read a letter 
from the Pope containing the first message 
addressed by the Pope to the King of 
Italy... This concluded the ceremony of 
ratification, and then Cardinal Gasparri 
invited Signor Mussolini into his private 
apartment, where they conversed alone for 
a quarter of an hour. 

At the conclusion of this private inter- 
view Signor Mussolini and Cardinal 
Gasparri, accompanied by their suites, 
proceeded to the ante-Chamber, where 
Cardinal Gasparri bade farewell to the 
Prime Minister. 

CHEERED BY CROWD. 

Signor Mussolini, followed by his suite 
and by prominent members in the 
Government, descended the stairs leading 
from Cardina] Gasparri’s apartment into 
the Court of San Damaso, where he re- 
ceived the homage of the principal officials 
and personages of the Vatican, while the 
Vatican gendarmerie saluted him. 

He and his party then left the Vatican 
amid the «‘.eers of a large crowd which 
had assembled outside. 

The Duce, who wae cheered by a small 
crowd which had congregated outside the 
Vatican, appeared to be very well pleased, 
and smilingly answered the greetings by 
raising his arm in the Fascist salute. 

As soon as Signor Mussolini left the 
Vatican the crowd, which meanwhile had 
been constantly increasing, hurried across 
St. Peter’s square to watch the openin 
of the bronze door and the Swiss Guar 
taking possession of the Vatican's new 
boundaries. The temporary wooden barrier 
marking the boundary has been built under 
the arch connecting the basilica of 
St. Peter’s with the sacristy. The crowd 
cheered loudly when twelve Swiss Guards, 
bearing rifles with fixed bayonets, descended 
from the steps leading to St. Peter’s and 
took up sentry duty at the new boundary. 

BRONZE DOOR OPENED. 

The opening of the right leaf of the 
bronze door was performed by the Com- 
mander of the Swiss Guard, while a body 
of Swiss Guards presented arms.- This act 
was also greeted with loud cheers by a 
considerable crowd standing under the 
portico in St, Peter’s square. 

The crowd afterwards stood for a long 
time in St. Peter's square cheering under 
the Pope’s windows, hoping that he would 
appear and acknowledge the applause. His 
Holiness, however, did not appear. 

Indeed, as soon as the bronze door had 
been the life inside the Vatican 
resumed its usual calm course. The Pope 
granted his usual public aumdiences, which 
were only postponed for “Half-an-hour, so 
as not to interfere with the exchange of 
the instruments of ratification.
